Mr. Melton 
was too busy to talk much, but said. 
“ We are getting out 
more 
than 
twenty million plants a day; most 
of oifr car load shipments are com­ 
ing from the plant farms further 
down in the Winter Gardens.” 
He 
is working about 400 men here, he 
said; but more on the farms down 
the way where the car load stuff is 
mostly coming from. 
He wall prob­ 
ably hive 4,500 men at work this 
week; about ten billing clerks at the 
Devine plant alonc\ where the real 
stuff is going out.
